Dady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  forty-seventh  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Mortality  of  your  District  during  the  year  1959. 

POPULATION 


The  estimated  population  (as  supplied  by  the  County  Council)  of 
the  District  is  10,490  as  compared  vd  th  1C  ,500  for  last  year.  The 
population  at  the  Census  in  1951  was  10,962. 

AREA 

The  District  extends  over  an  area  of  7,655  acres,  and  is  situated 
on  the  benders  of  Dancashire  and  Torkshire  at  a  height  ranging  from 
about  440  to  1,550  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  climate  is  somehwat  damp  but  bracing. 

The  chief  industries  include  the  manufacture  of  cotton  and 
woollen  goods  and  synthetic  fibres,  leather  tanning,  iron  turning 
and  founding,  oil  and  fat  refining  and  dyeing  anc  finishing. 

VI  TAD  STATISTICS 


The  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  in  1959  was  150,  72  males 
and  76  females,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  14.3  per 
1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  number  of  births  was  169,  64  males  and  65  females,  which 
is  equivalent  to  a  birth  rate  of  16.1. 

There  were  6  still  births,  5  males  and  3  females,  giving  a  rate 
per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births  of  45.2. 

The  births  exceeded  the  deaths  by  19  and  the  birth  rate  exceeded 
the  death  rate  1.6.  The  mean  birth  rate  for  the  past  five  years  was 
0.4  above  the  mean  death  rate. 

Tor  1956  the  birth  rate  was  17. C  and  the  death  rate  13.9  and  the 
averages  lor  the  past  five  years  were:-  birth  rate  14.2  and  death 
rate  13  .6 . 

from  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  birth  rate  is  0.9 
below  the  previous  year  and  1.9  above  the  average  for  the  past  five 
years,  and  the  death  rate  0.4  above  the  previous  year  and  C.5  above 
the  average.

IMP  ah T  DEATHS 

There  have  been  7  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  3  males  and  4 
females,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  41.4  per  1,000  live 

births,  as  compared  with  6  deaths  and  a  rate  of  33.7  for  1956. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  is  7.7  above 

the  previous  year  and  22.5  above  the  average. 

There  have  been  7  deaths  under  4  weeks  of  age  -  3  males  and  4 
females,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  41.4  per  1,000  live 

births,  as  compared  with  5  deaths  and  a  rate  of  28.1  for  195& .

One  point  again  worthy  of  comment  is  the  fact  that  1959,  was 

the  thirteenth  year  in  succession  in  which  no  cases  of  Diphtheria 
were  notified.  Such  a  long  spell  without  the  occurrence  of  a  case 
is  suificient  evidence  of  the  value  of  Diphtheria  immunisation. 

In  order  to  maintain  this  record,  it  is  essential  that  parents  should 
continue  to  have  their  children  immunised.  It  is  also  again  pleasing 
to  report  that  no  cases  of  Scarlet-lever  were  notified  during  1959, 
for  the  second  year  in  succession.

TLsERCULGSIS 

There  was  one  death  from  non-respiratory  Tuberculosis  during'  the 

year . 

There  were  3  notifications,  all  new  additions  to  the  register, 

(1  new  case  and  2  transferred  from  other  Districts).  The  occupations 
of  the  new  additions  to  the  register  were  as  follows:-  housewife  1, 
Shop  Assistant  1,  and  1  Retired. 

The  Public  Health  ( iuberculosis )  Regulations  1952  no  longer  require 
a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  keep  a  register  of  tuberculosis  notifi¬ 
cations  ,  but  the  Ministry  of  Health  urges  that  registers  should  continue 
to  be  kept.  A  register  is  therefore  maintained  of  all  cases  notified 
and  weekly  statements  f'crv'.arded  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  all  admissions  to  and  removals  from  the  register. 

The  number  of  Tuberculous  persons  in  the  District  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  was  62  -  49  Pulmonary  and  13  non-Fulmona  ry ,  3  cases  have 

been  added  to  the  register  -  all  pulmonary.  5  cases  -  2  Pulmonary 
and  3  non-Fulmonary  have  been  removed  from  the  register,  leaving  a 
total  of  60  at  the  end  of  the  year  -  50  Pulmonary  and  10  non-iulmonary . 
Of  the  5  cases  removed  from  the  register,  1  has  died,  3  have  recovered 
and  1  has  become  a  permanent  resident  in  a  Mental  Hospital. 

The  body  of  the  Report  contains  details  of  the  work  of  the 
department  during  the  year,  and  the  report  of  the  Fublic  Health 
Inspector  sets  out  details  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
aistri ct . 

In  concluding  this  Report,  I  should  like  to  acknowledge  the 
valuable  assistance  I  have  received  from  Mr.  Clough,  Mr.  Kearns, 

Mr.  Crabtree  and  Mr.  Rowarth.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  Report  for  the  year 

1959,  in  accordance  with  Article  25  of  the  Public  Health  Officers 
Regulations  1959*  Comment  is  made  on  several  aspects  of  the  work 

but  other  details,  statistics  etc.,  have  been  included  in  your 
report  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a  copy  of  which 
is  attached  to  this  report. 

A  summary  sheet  is  also  attached  showing  details  of'  the  visits 
and  inspections  made  during  the  year. 

HOUSING 


To  coincide  with  the  building  by  the  Council  of  S  one-bedrcom 
flats,  Slum  Clearance  work  was  resumed  during  the  year,  and  two 
Clearance  Areas  were  declared,  each  area  consisting  of  5  houses. 
One  of  the  areas  was  the  subject  of  an  appeal,  ana  an  enquiry  was 
held  locally  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry"  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government.  The  appeal  was  dismissed,  and  Clearance  Orders  for 
both  areas  have  since  been  confirmed. 

Of  the  109  houses  earmarked  for  clearance  under  the  5  year 
programme  in  1955,  20  are  now  vacant,  13  have  been  demolished,  4 
are  being  used  for  purposes  other  than  human  habitation  and  2  were 
converted  inuo  one  dwelling  house  after  carrying  out  of  the 
necessarv  repairs. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  Council  scheme  for  renewal  of  defective  dustbins  continues 
to  function  satisfactorily  and  the  number  renewed  or  supplied  (387) 
is  higher  than  the  original  estimate  (290)  for  annual  renewals. 

This  is  largely  due  to  the  provision  of  additional  bins  to  eliminate 
joint  usage  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  increase  this  figure  in  the 
coming  year  in  order  to  supply  additional  bins  at  premises  where 
similar  use  at  present  obtains.  Joint  usage  is  not  conducive  to 
the  best  care  of  bins  and  does  not  assist  in  the  maintenance  of  an 
efficient  refuse  collection  service. 

RaTER  suiply 

The  district  is  supplied  by  the  Rochdale  Corporation  and  the 
number  of  houses  connected  to  the  mains  is  3,457. 

A  Disturbing  feature  of  the  private  supplies  was  tlie  high 
proportion  of  samples  1(9  out  of  13 )  found,  on  bacteriological 
examina  ti  on,  to  be  polluted  to  a  greater  or  lesser  degree.  In  all 
cases  owners  of  houses  served  by  these  supplies  were  advised 
regarding  precautionary  measures,  but  considerable  difficulty  has 
been  experienced  in  tracing,  sources  of  pollution.  In  many  cases, 
supplies  are  obtained  from  open  moorland  streams  and  are  very 
liable  to  pollution  but  this  varies  from  time  to  time. 
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A  few  private  supplies  dried  up  curing  the  abnormally  dry  summer, 
but  no  great  difficulty  arose  in  ensuring  the  provision  of  supplies  of 
water  to  premises  affected. 

RENT  aCT  1957 

A  number  of  enquiries  were  made  but  it  was  only  necessary  to 
issue  one  Certificate  of  Disrepair  during  the  year. 

C^OS  ETC  CNV ERSI CNS 


The  Council  policy  oi  encouraging  the  conversion  of  obsolete 
types  of  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system  was  continued  during 
the  year,  and  in  order  to  further  this  policy,  particularly  where 
pail  closets  are  used  in  common,  the  Council  continued  the  payment  of 
grants  up  to  a  maximum  of  £10  for  each  unit  of  accommodation.  8  pail 
closets  and  17  waste  water  closets  were  converted  during  the  year. 

MEAT  aND  rO  CD  INSPECTION 

Slaughtering  is  carried  on  at  two  slaughter' house  s  in  the  district. 
One  is  conducted  by  a  wholesale  butcher  and  results  in  slaughtering 
in  excess  of  the  normal  requirements  of  the  district  and  for  this 
excess,  payment  bases  on  a  prescribed  formula  is  made  to  the  Council 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  fisheries  and  Food.  In  common  with 
many  other  districts  this  involves  the  inspection  of  meat  outside 
what  are  normally  regarded  as  office  hours,  and  at  weekends. 


During  the  year,  881  Dulls,  bullocks  and  heifers,  1,101  Cows, 

22  Calves,  9,096  Sheep  and  Lambs  and  649  Figs  were  killed  and 
inspected.  The  percentages  of  carcases  affected  with  Tuberculosis 
were  respectively  6.46,  20.27,  Nil,  Nil,  and  1.84,  and  those  affected 
with  other  diseases  or  conditions  requiring  condemnation  of  some  part 

or  organ  were  56.41,  61.50,  Nil,  2.71,  2.77.  The  total  wei^it  of  meat 
condemned  during  the  year  was  101 .  4  cwt .  26  lbs. 

The  Slaughterhouses  Act  1958  came  into  operation  on  1st  August 

1958,  and  amends  certain  of  the  provisions  01  the  F'ood  and  Drugs  ^ct 
1955,  relating,  to  slaughterhouses  and  knackers’  yards  and  amends  the 
slaughter  of  Animals  Acts,  1933  to  1954-  Regulations  governing 
hygienic  conditions  and  prevention  of  cruelty  were  also  laid  before 
Farliament  and  came  into  operation  on  1st  January  1959,  in  respect 
of  all  new  slaughterhouses.  The  standards  laid  down  in  these 
regulations  will  be  the  basis  for  future  conditions  in  slaughter¬ 
houses  and  reports  will  have  to  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  ty  Local  Authorities,  and  the 
Slaughterhouse  Reports  (Appointed  Day)  Crder  1959,  and.  the 
Slaughterhouse  (Reports)  Direction  1959  requires  Local  authorities 
to  submit  within  the  12  months  commencing  2nd  November  1959,  reports 
about  the  slaughterhouse  requirements  of  their  districts.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956 


Early  in  the  year,  the  Minister  of  housing  and  Local  Government 
issued  Circular  5/59  asking  Councils  in  'bla  ck  areas'1  to  consider 
their  domestic  smoke  problem  as  a  whole  ,  to  decide  on  smoke  control 
orders  needed  and  to  prepare  a  phased  programme  of  smoke  control 
areas  for  the  next  five  years.  Cn  enquiry  from  the  Ministry,  it.  was 
stated  that  Litt  lebcr  ou  gh  was  not  regarded  as  a  ’’black  area"  and  in 
consequence  the  Council  is  not  required  at  present  to  furnish  a 
report  on  the  above.  It  was,  however,  pointed  out  that  the  fact 
that  a  report  under  the  Circular  is  not  submitted  should  not  deter 
the  Council  from  proceeding  with  any  plans  they  may  have  ior  smoke 
control  in  the  district. 

PETROLLEM  aCTS  1928/36. 

During  the  year  28  renewals  of  existing,  licences  were  granted  under 
the  above  acts. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  you  for 
your  advice,  co-operation  and  support,  also  to  Councillor  Ogden, 
Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  for  his  support  at  all  times,  to 
Mr.  F.  Howarth  for  his  invaluable  assistance  in  the  office,  and  to 
Mr.  E.  N.  Crabtree,  Surveyor  for  his  department's  co-operation 
during  the  year.
